EMBASSY HAS SUGGESTED THAT DR. MCANUFF LIKEWISE SHOULD 
LOOK INTO LEGAL ASPECTS OF US AQUACULTURE, IN WHICH 
CONNECTION WE UNDERSTOOD FROM MR. FIELDING THAT LEGIS- 
LATION WAS IN PREPARATION. REQUEST APPOINTMENT WITH 
MR. FIELDING FOR APR. 5 OR A.M. OF APR. 6. ALSO SUGGEST 
THAT VISITOR MIGHT CALL ON ASST. DIRECTOR (FISHERIES) 
BUTERBAUGH WHO HAS BEEN VERY HELPFUL IN FWS APPOINTMENT 
OF UK EGG CERTIFYING OFFICERS. 

4. ALTHOUGH VISITOR IS NOT MARINE BIOLOGIST, BELIEVE 
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COMMERCE AND INTERIOR OFFICIALS WILL FIND HIM EXTREMELY 
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WELL BRIEFED ON AQUACULTURE DEVELOPMENTS HERE AND ON 
CONTINENT. MOST RECENTLY, DR. MCANUEF ATTENDED FEB. 
CONEERENCE AT OBAN MOUNTED BY HIGHLANDS AND ISLANDS 
DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY AND WHICH DISCUSSED INDUSTRY 
FUTURE IN PRACTICAL TERMS. VISITOR DOES NOT SEE AQUACUL- 
TURE AS PANACEA, AND IN EACT VIEWS GERMANY AND SCANDI- 
NAVEA AS MAJOR DESTINATIONS FOR UK FARMED PRODUCT, 

AT LEAST FOR FORESEABLE FUTURE.
